the country by the direct efforts of the 
Association workers. 
The general In 
ternational work is, in turn, united with 
five European countries in the forma­ 
tion of a world's organization, with 
headquarters in London, 
Miss Anna 
Reynolds went from America a little 
over a year ago as the world's secretary 
2nd is now at work among the Associa­ 
tions in Australia. 
Following her Miss 
Agnes Hill of the Toledo, Ohio, As­ 
sociation was called to 
the 
Young 
Woman s work in Madras, India, and 
is not only leading in the organizations 
ot that city, but has the supervision of 
the Young Women's work throughout 
India. 
Greetings will be read at the 
coming Convention from these world's 
representatives. 


The Young Women's Christian As­ 
sociation in its basis, principles,methoc's 
and aims of work is quite similar to 
the Young Men's Christian Associa 
tion. 
It requires the same evangelisti- 
cal test membership, and 
throughout 
its four-fold line of work seeks to meet 
the every need of young women that 
come within its influences. 
In the 
College Association the lines of work 
undertaken are very largely confined to 
Religious work—including Bible study, 
Gospel meetfngs and Missionary meetf« 
iogs—and the Social work, the holdjng 
receptions for new students, class gath­ 
erings and 
membership 
rallies, etc. 
The influence such 
an organization 
may exert in an Institution 
is indeed 
great. 
It 
would bring together all 
classes or young women in 
fraternal 
membership, 
and 
hold 
before the 
young women of the Institution a high 
ideal of Christian character. Its various 
services and classes afford excellent op-' 
portunities to young women to train in 
Christian work. 


In 
the cities a general work for 
young women is carried out—pleasant 
parlor, reading and lunch rooms are 
open in a location convenient to the 
business center. 
The rooms are open 
to all young women day and evening 
time, and are in charge of a general 
secretary who is a capable consecrated 
young woman, giving her entire time 
to the 
work. 
Through 
the lunch 
rooms, evening classes, boarding home 
and employment directory, social and 
religious gatherings are an advantage, 
and a large and various work is carried 
on among young women. 


The Pacific Coast work was estab­ 
lished in 1890. 
It holds each year a 
convention in Northern California, one 
in Southern California, one for the 
Oregon Associations and last year for 
the first time opened the convention 
for 
Washington 
State. 
In all two 
thousand young women are included 
in membership upon the Pacific Coast. 


The 
Young 
Women's 
Christian 
Association of the State University 
in Berkeley entertains the convention, 
and the sessions wift mostly be held in 
Stiles 
Hall. 
The opening services 
Fiiday evening will be held in the

Durrant Scorched. 


San Francisco, Oct. 24—The testi­ 
mony in the Durrant case is all in now 
and the argument has been commenced 
When the case was tailed this morning 
Miss Cunningham was recalled for the 
defense for the purpose of cross ex­ 
amination but nothing of any interest 
was obtained from the questions. When 
she left the stand Assistant District At­ 
torney Piexoto arose and facing the 
Jury said: Gentlemen of the Jury, I 
deplore my ability to present so impor 
tant a case as this to you in the way I 
feel that it should be presented, but I 
feel 
very much 
invigorated by the 
knowledge that my colleague will pre 
sent it to you in a very forcible manner 
but were I the most weak and pusillan­ 
imous of men I could arise and cry 
out long and lustily against this vile 
and awtul crime and against the infer­ 
nal thing that sits here in the shape of 
man, who has been proved guilty of 
one of the most awful crimes known in 
the annals of our country. 


The evidence that has been given in 
this case from first to last is conclusive 
of his guilt. 
In fact he has convicted 
himself out of his own mouth. Gentle­ 
men of the Jury you cannot overesti­ 
mate the enormity of this crime nor 
the abundance of proof of guilt that 
has been offered. 
This crime is no 
ordinary crime lor it is of the greatest 
importance to every man, woman and 
child in this county. 
It strikes at the 
very foundation ot our lives and gov­ 
ernment, both 
moral and civil. 
It 
means are we safe, or is life but a pass­ 
ing shadow held at naught by such 
monsters as the prisoner at the bar? 
Are your houses 
of God to be so 
famed that they will be polluted by be­ 
ing made assignation houses of, and 
afterwards be converted in a charnel 
house the repository of the victims of a 
lustful murderer? 


We accept the challenge of the 
brilliant counsel for the defense, and 
are prepared to answer the vital ques­ 
tions as propounded 
by counsel in 
their opening statement, as follows: 


Where did Blanche Lamont meet 
her death ? 


When did she meet her death? 
Who caused her death ? 
What was the motive for the crime ? 
We hurl the answers back as follows: 
In the bellry of Emanuel church. 
Between 4:20 and 5 o'clock of the 
afternoon of April 3d. 


W. H. T. Durrant took her life by 
strangling her, and he did it alone. 


The cause, his low and brutal nature 
and lustful passion. 


He then compared Durrant with his­ 
torical instances of men of unguided 
passions; he also spoke of the numer­ 
ous identifications of Durrant as he 
was luring his victim on to her death 
in the church. 
There sits her mur­ 
derer, gentleman of the jury, and I 
ask that you bring in a verdict of mur 
der in the first degree, and attach the 
death penalty.

Cheney does not remember seeing him 
there nor does one of the seventy-six 
students who were present

r been there some one of 
those people would have seen him but 


- sschtwas not the case.

rest the realised the fact that he would 
haveto account for himself on the day 
of the disappearance of Blanche La 
monti so he sends for one of his stu- 


' dent friends and asks for his notes. 
If it were not such an aggravated 
case there might be some sympathy 
expressed for the young man.

he will probably soon have on a striped 
suit and will occupy a cell in the death 
chamber of the State Prison at San 
Quentin.

Every student has got to have a mil­ 
itary uniform, and through the orders 
of one of the professors he has to pur­ 
chase it at a certain place in 'Frisco, 
and pay more for it than he could get it 
for elsewhere. 
These uniforms are 
made in the poorest manner and are 
terribly shoddy. 
In fact the students 
are so ashamed of them that they do 
not put them on until the last minute 
before drill, and they take them oft 
just as quickly as possible after the 
drill is over. 
Ever since the Univer­ 
sity opened this year the students have 
been muttering about these uniforms. 
Instead of punishment, the young men 
who had the courage to expose this 
fraud upon the students, should be re­ 
warded in some appropriate manner. 


T H E San Francisco Chronicle this 
morning announces that it will con­ 
tribute $7500 to the fund to be used 
to induce the Republican National 
Convention to come to San Francisco. 
The paper publishes a cut represent­ 
ing three sacks of coin, one to be con­ 
tributed by the Call, one by the Ex- 
aminer and one by the Chronicle, all 
of different sizes.

- The oement splice is, acoordiog to a 
•Writer in The Wood Worker, the moat 
perfectly satisfactory method of joining 
together the ends of a belt In leather 
belting sooh a splice is comparatively 
easy to make, as the eqds of the belt 
may be scarfed to a thin edge with an 
ordinary iron bench plane, but before 
robber belts can be thus treated it is 
necessary to out them down in steps, or 
sections. A four ply belt may ha ve three 
sections, one thickness of the canvas 
being cat back several inches, another 
thickness oat back two-thirds of the dis­ 
tance, a third thiokneas cut back one- 
tbird ci the distance, while a thickness 
at oanvas is left untouched at the bot­ 
tom; the other end of the belt being 
treated in the same manner, so that
